including the word "the," in the ninth line of said 
section, to and including the word "received," in 
the fourteenth line of said section, is hereby restored, 
re-enacted and declared to be in fall fbrce and effect. 

SECTION 3. So much of chapter 93, of the laws of Repealed. 
1873, as is inconsistent with this act, is hereby re-
pealed. 

SECTION 4. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.
